Please amend Claim 1 as follows: 

1 . (Twice Amended) A composite hollow fiber membrane comprising three or more 
layers of membrane comprising a three-dimensional net structure comprising a plurality of 
micropores comprising stacked lamella and micro fibrils connected with the stacked lamella, 
wherein 

one or more dense layer(s), said dense layer(s) being thinner than an outermost layer 
and an innermost layer and said dense layer(s) comprising micropores of a mean pore
